REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD OF THE 
TOWN OF CANDIA 


For tHe Year Enpina Marcu 4, 1890. 


The School Board of the town of Candia have at- 
tended to their duties, and submit the following report : 


The schools taken as a whole have been as successful 
as in previous years. Owing to the small number of 
teachers residing in Candia, we were obliged to engage 
several from out of town. 

A majority of the teachers came up to our expecta- 
tious and proved themselves fully competent to perform 
their duties. We are not to look for perfection in teach- 
ers any more than in any other class of people, and_ if 
any think that some of ours have erred in their methods 
of discipline, or in any other way, admonish them ina 
spirit of kindness, and we trust all wiJl be right in the 
future. In those schools where parents bave given their 
influence in favor of the teacher, harmony and good or- 
der have prevailed, and the advancement made by the 
pupils has equalled that in any preceding year. 

If the others failed to make equal progress, where 
does the fault lie? A question certainly not hard to an- 


swer. A very common teacher placed in a school of 


children where the parents are in sympathy with all con- 
cerned, will accomplish more, do better work, and be 
decidedly more profitable to the district, than the 


” 


most skilled and accomplished instructor otherwise could — 
be, though exerting double the amount of energy and — 
labor to perform the duties incident to the school-room. 
That teacher has but little knowledge of human nature, 
who has not the ability to read at once, from the coun- 
tenances and acts of her pupils, in what estimation she 
is held by their parents. Children are incompetent to 
judge of the merits or demerits of those who instruct 
them, and no parent ought to base his judgment on the 
mere evidence of children, whose minds are as yet not 
properly developed to judge what is, or what is not for 
their best interest. What mechanic, artist or craftsman 
of any kind, would be willing to have the merits of his 
labor judged and reported to the community, on the 
authority and knowledge of school children? Then should 
we not accord to the teachers of our children the same 
privilege in presenting their work to public observation, 
that we would desire to have done for that of our own? 

Would it not be acting wisely to go to the school- 
room yourselves? Then you will be better prepared to 
judge correctly, whether they are earnest and faithful 
servants in the interest of those committed to their care. 

We earnestly hope that parents and teachers will co- 
operate with the School Board in making any changes in 
text-books in accordance with and in the observance 
of the new Free Text Book law. Under this law, any 
or all the books may be changed the first year, and the 
books so changed must continue to be used at least five 
years. In this way a greater uniformity of text-books 
will be obtained, which will be very beneficial to both 
teachers and pupils. 

It has been thought desirable to make a change in 
the Readers and Arithmetics, which we have reason to 
think can be improved upon. 

Of course this will require a special appropriation by 
the town for the purchase of books. Quite extensive re- 
pairs have been made during the past year. The Ches- 
ter road school-house has been thoroughly repaired, and 
the school-house at the South road and also the one at
